The "street" was deserted almost, 
and tho faces of leaf merchants woro 
signs of too free an indulgence in funeiai 
reminiscences. 


Then came authenticated report of a 


number of rejections ot 18S8 Wisconsin 
Havana seed, and tho cup of misery was 
full. In justice to holders of 'S3 Wis- 
consin Havana seed and in order to avoid 
making a wrong impression upon pros, 
peotive buyers, it must be mentioned Unit 
in most cases, these rejections wero simp- 
ly duo to the difference between packers' 
and stripped sample3.

too sunny, tho seller by packers' samples 
sees trouble.

that it is too dear; anu, therefore, even 
an imaginary difference between the old 
and new samples servos the purpose and 
tho goods are sent back. Tbero is noth- 
ing unsound m tho 'S3 Wisconsin Hav-

of wrappers in- lota. Xho 


goods were bought from growers when 
Sumatra

duty of 75 cents; under such circum- 
stances the prices paid woro not too high;

aro too high. Owing to these occurrences 
tbe interest of tho buyers draws toward 
'83 New York state. Up to date the 
transactions thorein hnvo been vary in- 
significant. There ia nobody of conse- 
quence to say that this tobacco is good 
or is bad. So far it is said, as a non-com- 
mittal way ot saying something, that it is 
too high. 


The .'S3 Pennsylvania, after all, seems 


to stand a good chance of being sold 
ahead of Wisconsin, as well as Now York 
state .Havana seed. Holders havo not 
paid extravagant figures for it; there ia 
eomo good wrapper stock to be found, 
and its bfst quality is that it is a groat 
deal cheaper than Sumatra, Tho 'S3 Con- 
necticut > wrappers, too, havo improved 
somewhat during tho past month, espec- 
ially during the warm weather, and here 
and there eomo very acceptable goods 
can bo found. The seconds though have 
deteriorated greatly. 
They are poor and 


much too high in price. 


This period ot stagnation is bound to 


end shortly; people will and inuat eomo 
into the market to buy. They will buy 
Wisconsin Havana seed it it goes lower; 
they will buy stato Havana seed, under 
about tho samo condition, provided tho 
tobacco will be faultless in burning; 
they will buy the 'S3 Pennsylvania at 
profitable prices to holders ot good 
stock and at downright begging prices 
for poor stock.
